The amendment filed on 10/10/01 amending claim 98 drawn to the elected invention and presenting an amended claim 98 
drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). Amended claim 98 is not readable on the elected invention 
because in the restriction set forth in Paper No. 22, Group II (claim 98) was drawn to a method of inhibiting anergic T cell 
responsiveness with an agent which transduces a signal via the cytokine receptor y chain; whereas amended claim 98 is drawn to a 
method comprising contacting with an agent that prevents or disrupts signaling via the cytokine receptor y chain. Therefore, the art 
rejections of record do not pertain to the claim as amended. 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of 
ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
